Adolf Hitler's blitzkrieg armies swept through the Balkans like a 


tornado today, and some military observers said the end of the four- 
day-old conflict was almost in sight. 
Striking with tempestuous fury, -the Germans captured the Aegean j 


seaport of Salonika, forced the surrender of the trapped east wing of i 
the Greek army, estimated at 300,000 men before hostilities began, and ; 
drove westward across Yugoslavia to within 15 miles of a junction with j 
Italian troops in Albania. 
The toll in German slain and wounded was said to be enormous. 
From now on, it was evident that the Yugoslavs would have to 


fight alone—cut off from, their British-Greek allies. The German line j 
strung across most of southern Serbia.

The next and perhaps all-decisive phase of the battle was forecast | 


when the Germans attempt to storm the fortified positions of the Greek 
and British forces southwest of Salonika. 


German army headquarters said the trapped Greeks—the east 


wing manning the Strurna river line, cut off from communication with 
the rest of the Aegean kingdom by a lightning' Nazi thrust—had asked 
for terms. 
Simultaneously, the Rome and Berlin radios declared that the 


scheduled sailings of British transports in Piraeus, Port of Athens, had 
been cancelled. 
The radios said Greek military circles considered the order a pre- 


cautionary measure, for re-embarkation of British troops. This, pre- 
sumably, would mean a "Balkan Dunkerque" for the British. 


The Yugoslav high command, noting that "enormous losses" had 


been inflicted on the Germans, announced that Belgrade, the bomb- 
smashed Yugoslav capital which was declared an open city before the 
Nazi invasion, had been virtually destroyed . . . "its streets filled with 
the bodies of dead women, children and. old men."

INVASION ANNIVERSARY

A year ago today. Nazi troopers occupied Denmark and in- 


vaded Norway in a lightning move to which this week's invasion 
of Yugoslavia and Greece, ending nine months of stalemate in 
Europe, bears a striking parallel. 


The Denmark-Norway drive proved to be a great stroke to 


safeguard Germany's flank for the attack on France through the 
low countries a month later. 


The Yugoslavia-Greece drive today could be a similar feint to 


safeguard the German flank for an attack on Turkey, with the 
Suez canal and Egypt as the ultimate objective. 


Then, as now. Germany engaged two adversaries at once on 


their soil with Britain coming in also as an antagonist. 


Then, as now, Germany charged Britain with "impairing- the 


neutrality" of the countries invaded. 


The "Scandinavian-Balkan parallel narrowly missed being co- 


incidental. 
Denmark capitulated: Yugoslavia was on the verge 


until an internal coup d'etat last month ousted the men who 
favored giving- in to Germany. 
Norway fought: Greece is fighting. 


One major difference between the Scandinavian and the 


Balkan campaigns is in the British position. 


The British had no troops in Norway when a startled world 


learned Germany had seized Denmark and broken the back of 
resistance in Norway. 
Today. British troops estimated at 75.000 


to 200,000, or more, are in Greece. 


In the North Sea. the British navy was open to air. surface 


and submarine attacks from nearby German bases and suffered. 
Now, 
the Germans have a powerful air force in the Mediterranean 


area, but the. Italian navy on which the Nazis might have counted 
to replace the German navy at far-off bases has been hit so hard 
the British minimize its power. 


Militarily, Germany has taken on considerably more powerful 


nations than" she did a year ago. 
Norway and Denmark together 


had armies totaling only around 250,000 men and air forces that 
might have totaled 300-400 planes. 


Yugoslavia has an army estimated at 700.000 effectives to 


1.200.000 or more with reserves, and has an air force of 600 to SOO 
planes, some obsolete. 


Greece's army is estimated at 600,000 men. although she un- 


doubtedly has suffered losses in fighting with Italy in Greece and 
Albania. Her air force has been estimated at 125 planes. 


The British land and air forces augment these figures, but 


their number has not been disclosed. The highest total mentioned 
has been 300,000 men.

HOLY WEEK, 1941 


(Written for NEA Service ami the limes-Mirror) 


As if to underline a contrast Hitler chose Holy Week 


to launch his assault on two more countries. On the very 
Palm Sunday which marks the day when the Prince of 
Peace entered Jerusalem riding humbly on the humblest 
of beasts of burden, Hitler's armed men rode across the 
borders of Yugoslavia and Greece mounted on the most 
modern of flesh-destroying machines. 


During that climactic week when Jesus faced His or- 


deal, and trod the road to Golgotha, twenty additional 
millions of people in 1941 are also placed on the road 
that leads to the place of the skull, face to face with the 
crucifixion by shell, bomb and fire that is war. 


The official Nazi explanation of this sounds very like 


the words that were spoken by Pharisees in that other 
Holy Week; they ring hollowly, convince no one. Yugo- 
slavia is invaded because it refused to allow its roads and 
facilities to be used as an avenue of attack on a friend- 
ly neighbor. Greece is invaded because, defending itself 
from an Italian attack which had not even a Pharisaical 
justification, it welcomed friendly aid to help fend off 
that attack. 


So a Nazi protestation of peaceful intent goes with 


the invasions, saying in words like those of the Pharisees, 
"Had they yielded to our every request, they would not 
have been invaded; we wished only peace, so long as 
everything we asked was turned over to us in a peace- 
ful way. But, of course, our polite request for peaceful 
submergence of the national existence of these people 
being refused, we have no alternative but war." 


Such a choice is no choice; the gunman who sticks 


you up in the street with a pistol offers you peace under 
the same circumstances. You have peace if you stand 
and deliver. If you exercise your God-given right to hold 
fast to your own, you die. 


Let us not forget that what died during the original 


Holy Week so long ago was again resurrected—that the 
whole story is one of the triumph of life over death. So 
it may be that those countries which are being led this 
Holy Week down to the place of the skull may yet live 
again. 


We have faith that the way of life will yet triumph 


over the way of death.

Dragon tossers play informal tilts only, and the season is so short that 
baseball will soon be in the intra-mural stage. The school district's 
sole obligation is to the activities of the students, and any gesture it 
has made toward independent athletics was out of a desire to help the 
community's sports program within the limitations of the school code. 
It is up to the borough to provide whatever facilities it deems neces- 
sai-y and, to date, a recreation center has not been on the program. But 
then, this is probably where you came in. It is encouraging to learn 
that some of the more progressive members of the borough's governing 
body are in favor of a combined athletic field, swimming pool, ice rink, 
tennis courts, etc., to be built on a long-time basis, and before long the 
project will probably be up for discussion once more.
